"a monster rally." Playing that is 
shiftless and rugged is called mag- 
nificent. Nothing is accomplished by 
this sort ot thing except false con- 
fidence. It would be far belter to 
"razz" the student body for its lack 
of spirit and to tell the player lo 
"pep up." , 

There is 'a place for knockers — 
of the right sort — and they should 
be encouraged to give their opinions 
and should not be hushed up us if 
"the powers that be" were aifraid 
they might "spill tho beans."

Every Examinee Required to 
Sign Pledge. 

"t plertro my honour .if a erntlr- 
»»n th«l diiririK this examination I 
have neither civen nov received as. 
fitnta'noe" is the pledge signed by nil 
•tudents of Princeton 1 Tnivcvsil y after 
they have written an examination. For 
Mme time the Honour System as tills 
ta called liaii been proposed at Prince- 
ton and now the constitution of the 
system is complete. 

Violation of the Honour s System 
oonslst* of any attempt to receive «s- 
alatanoo whether the person giving the 
aaaistnnco has completed his paper it 
m>; The rule is in force ilurin.;: 
Whole period of exnmintitS.i 1. ".•> th 
within and without the examination 
room. Persons or.Tatnln.c heforohand. 
•»y information as to the nature of the 
OesOons contained in the examina- 
tion paper shall he regarded as having 
violated the code. 

Any man not signing the pledge 
placed on the examination, and If 
unable to sien upon 'coins notified, he 
will he reported to the committee for 
Investigation. K after the investigation 
If nfter the investigation nc :;; Mill 
If after Uie ir.vestipatinn he is stili 
he is unnhie to append hit name to 
the pledge, the invest ignting cr»mniit- 
tee shall accept this as prims facie 
evidence of his having violated iho 
honour system. 

The committee If empowered to sum- 
mon all accused persons and witness- 
es and conduct a formal investigation. 
This committee shall determine wheth- 
er the accused person is guilty or not 
of violating the Honour ?ystom. In 
CMt of convictions the penalty shall 
be recommended to the faculty. The 
pnirishment will consist of separation 
from college of the- man or men con- 
victed, with the addition in extreme 
oases of publication to s mass meet- 
ing of the college of such facts and 
. names in tie cases as the committee 
determines. 

BecommendEtion to the faculty for 
alleviatior. of punishment will only 
be made on the unanimous vote 0/ the 
entire committee. The decision to 
reecommend leniency is not sent to 
the faculty until after the second meet- 
ing of the investigators, held u week 
after the first, at which the motion 
"is carefully reconsidered. If the com- 
mitee are not unanimous once more, 
then the recomendatlon to the fac- 
ulty is for separation from the college. 

The investigating committee con- 
stats of seven members of the student 
body, presidents of the four classes, to- 
gether with two members of the sen- 
ior class and one member of the jun- 
or Class. The president of te sopho- 
more class aumoacltatyll hrd m'nescsss 
more class and one member of the hE 
more clas* automatically becomes the 
second Junior member of the com- 
mittee at the begining of the Junior 
year. 

The trials arc forma! and are con- 
ducted in the following manner, with 
the president of the Senior year ae 
chairman, and the president of the 
Junior year as clerk. Witnesses 
against the accused are taken first, 
and then testimony is taken in full. 
Tho accused It; called boparatoly and 
allowed to make his statement, pre- 
senting witnesses for the defense. All 
witnesses, and the accuood may be 
questioned by members of the com- 
mittee, and a decision then rendered 
according to the la wand evidence. Sly 
of the soven votes shall be necessary 
for conviction.
